MeKibben, of Cinein- 
nati, who with E. W C. llnmiihrcy, of 
Louisville, mbmitted the minority re- 
port, stated hia reasona for disagree- 
ing with the majority oa recom- 
mendation B. 

"In the minority report," be said, 
"we have a chapter on missions, a 
chapter OB the love of Qod tor men, a 
chapter on the Holy Spirit; we have 
relief in relation of elect Infants, re- 
lief in the matter of oaths, relief re- 
Rardiii}^ the pope and the misleading 
ttateiiient;. eomerniiiff fjood works. Is 
not this the relief which the assembly 
asked when the battla for dismisaul 
was fou(.'ht ? 

"Can we not Fret together? We hear 
many any that we can not agree on 
anything and others soy we can agre,: 
on ewrything. Can wo not make 
concessions?** 

Dr. MeKibben referred to the com- 
mittee on revision of ISM, and said 
the members of that committee were 
careful to do nothing that would en- 
da nj^er the orthodoxy, ualtjr ahd lib- 
erty of the church. 

i.eorfre It. Stewart, president of .Vu- 
lnirn(N. ^ .) theolc;:ieal seminary, who 
is classed a« u lender of the liberal 
jiarty of the chundi, made a strong 
plea for the mnjorit\ report. He said 
he signed the report though it does 
not represent his views.

This i-. a fact 
which yo inper praci i I i oners mi::lii ilo 
well to tile ai\ay in their mcinuries, 
for it iiia\ ~a\c them a pn-al deal of 
lliiie and ihe waste of iiinch talent 
III llic flit lire when they lia\c i-ases 
befon the circuit courts of appejils, 
with iissociale Jii.>lices of the bu- 
preine court presiding and deetdinif 
issiii-s of law mill fact. 

Ill these cipciiit courts there are 
eases pending in which are inrolTed 
many millions of property of indirld- 
uals and of states, and also cases in- 
volving human life. It needs no elab- 
oration to demonatrate that theae 
cases require careful a'tudy; and then 
remember that there is a trunk con- 
taining a lot of other important cases 
which must be studied in leisure 
hours, if there ever are any leisure 
hours. The easea in the trunk are 
for the supreme court, and some of 
the opinions to be reached and writ- 
ten can be the reault only of exhaust- 
ive research, requiring delving and 
study with logle and careful reuson- 
inp. Some of these forthcomiii<,' opin- 
ions must necessarily be of preat 
length, for the siijireme court must 
be iiit reni-ln-il in an impregnable cita- 
del of preceilents and references.

Prof' 1-:. T. I.au-hton ha.s returned 
to his home in New ^ ork after spi iid- 
inu' the winter in cNploriiitr ths 
uiountains nc.ir Itucim \'ista and in- 
vestif^atiii^- the habits of a species o| 
monster spiders found in the Middle 
Cottonwood pass. 

Little definite is known of these 
spiders, sa,vs the Sun, liut around 
them has been jrathercd a mass of 
Indian legend and prospectors' yarn! 
that rival thoae of Munchausen. .Many 
yeara ago these spiders lived in a 
cave e«slly reached by tourists. It 
was in a valley two milea northeast 
from Harvard City, then a thriving 
mining camp eight miles weat of Cue- 
aa Vista. 

In 1830 a nwa named 8hulti cut his 
way into the apidera' den. He did not 
return and a week later a aearching 
party found hla body partly buried in 
the spldera* cave under a maaa of 
fallen rock. Aa it would have re- 
ijuired considerable timbering at an 
expense of several hundred dollars 
to recover the body, and as the man 
had no known relatives, it was left 
niidisturbed. Shultz's skeleton is still 
in I lie cave, hiit the spiders liavfe 
found tinothcr lioiin- fartln f liack in 
Ihe mountains. ' 

Some of the tales told aliout tliese 
spiders are f»iven in an old letfer 
which has Just been fniiiui in liuenu 
Vista. It .says: 

".\ short distance out of r.uetia Vis- 
la there is a cave swarniiiii,' with spi- 
ders of immense .si/e, some of them 
havinjr le^'s four inches in len;:ili and 
bodies as liir;:c as that of a canary 
bird. 'I'lie cave was discovered in lS(i8 
and was often visited by pioneers on 
their wa.v to California, who obtained 
their webs for use in the place of 
thread. 

"Early and late the cave resounds 
with a buzzing aound emitted by tlic 
spiders aa they weave their webs. 
The weba were teated in '71 and 
found to be compoaed of ailk of the 
nnest quality. The akina of the api- 
lers make good gloves, as they are 
•pliable and require no tanning. 

"\ number were captured and 
lamed, and manifested great affec- 
tion for all members of the family, 
riicy were far superior to a cat in ex- 
terniinat ing rats and mice, following 
tlieir prey into the holes in the walls 
and ceilinf.'s. One spider, kept as a 
pet by ii liuena Vista lady, used to 
"^tay all ni^'ni at the ucad Of her bed 
icting as sentinel."

tbeir reliffinus ceramonies. Thejr are 
rcllfious at all timaa of the year, but 
cipecially nu in winter. The reMon 
for thix iti not far to aeek. In the 
spriii'.' .iiiil Miinnier thoy are kept busy 
'''tsK'"f^'' <!><'>>' irrif^utiiig ditches, pre- 
parinff tin- )fr»unU and plant iti;^ tbeir 
corn liol(l>, In rdinjf their hor.^es, sheep 
tind ^'Diii-, irpnlriiifr llK'ir houses and 
ddiii;.'^ the ihuuMtnU and uuc other 
t li I ti that ihe pleaannt days call them 
to do.

All 
of these have their »ccret rites as well 
as their open air observances. There 
are societies foi men and there are 
aocieties for women, and both have 
elaborate ceremunies ia which the 
other sex has no share. 

One of the most elaborate and in* 
terestinir ceremonials conducted by 
women is the Lalaltonti. For want 
of a better term, we call this a dance, 
but in reality it is more a series of 
post uri 111: -< tliuii a dance according to 
our aei-f|ii a t ion of the term. 

It niust lii rr lie rem. irked tli.it the 
word il:iini- iMiivf^> .1 \ri\ ilitTi'reiit 
ineaiiiiij,' to i he mind of the Indian 
than it does to that of the white man. 
To as ft dance means an oceaaioa of

collectors, made of while I'oii.iii, wifH 
lieaiitiful red border.". It is apparent 
that the dancers all feel they must 
mnke the best iwssible uppearunce on 
this oeeusioii. for they wenr all theear- 
rlnirs of turquoise mosaic, bracelets 
and flnger rings of silver, and necklaces 
of wampum, turquoise or silver they 
are the posaeasora of or can borrow 
from accommodating friends. 

As they approach the dancing place 
a circle is formed, and then very soft* 
ly and sweetly a peculiar song is sung 
—sometimes so gently that the listen- 
er can scarcely hear it, and again swell- 
InfT out into a fair volume. It ahould 
have been noted thot as the women 
marched into the dance plaza each car- 
ried a beautiful basket, a large flat 
plaque made of willow, the skeins of 
which nre brilliantly colored in many 
diflferrnt hues and ihfn wdvcn into 
q-eoiiiet ric and s viilbolie desii;ns that 
arc both iio\el and striking, 
i .\o« . as the.v bcjjiri to sinf,'. thev raise 
I these liaskits, rliytlimiially hut not 

; siniii!l,-ii i:-!y. tirst to the left breast 

then to the (ithrr. then to the Ie\el of 
the hips, at the same time bowing 
easily nnd gruccfiilly in time with the 
?<itig. It is a pretty sight; tin- beauti- 
ful red bordered white blankets, the 
glistening of the silver ornaments, the 
brilliantly colored baskets, the rhyth» 
mic, stately movement, all combine to 
make a charming scene. 

While this is going on another scene 
is tranKplrlngin another portion of the 
dance plasa. Four young maidens, 
who are to distribute certain presents 
at the elos,. of the ceremony, are being 
prepared by the "lalcone taks," or 
priest . who iH the only man allowed to 
lake part In the Lalakonti. Followed 
by the "lakiinc mana," or maids, the, 
priest nclvanceg into the dance plaza, 
lie wears a bundle of feathers on his 
head, and carries a basket of ' |iodden< 
tin." or saeied meal, in his hands. 
Drav. in^' certain lienres on tlicpround 
with his meal, tin' maids line up nt a 
certain distance ond tlirow corncobs, 
to which prayer feathers ("babos")

festivity, jollity and pleasure. To the 
Indian it is a serious, sacred and re- 
ligious rite. From time immemorial 
the gods have required human beings 
to dance ia order that tbeir anger may 
be appeased, so every Indian engages 
in the dance as one of the moat sacred 
and serious things he can do. 

The Lalakonti dance is the open-oir 
conclusion of nine days of secret ob- 
servances, all of which have taken 
place in the underground kiva. This 
kiva is a chamber hewn out of the solid 
rock, and each idaii or organization 
has its own individual kiva. At the 
beginning of the secret rites an altar 
is erected, shown iu an aci-oinpany iug 
engraving. 

It is before this altar that prayers 
•r« reeited, hymaa sung, sacred smok-

ing indulged in, until the kiva is full 
of miiokc, and certain dramatic rep,- 
resentations occur which are uuppused 
to be very etticaolOU* th* produO- 
tion of rain. 

|\.r nine days these ceremonies con- 
tinue, then i-verybudy on the outside 
as well as the participants on th« iu- 
siile begin to make jiicpara I iou» for 
the linal outdoor cereiiion_ . 

And there is no doubt about the 
ability of these Indian women to Kue- 
cessfully carry through any ceremony 
lihat they may undertake. I have been 
esent at the New Year's day annual 
ction of the celebrated "Korosis" — 
'the mother of clubs — and while every 
movement of the distinguished ladies 
who conducted the ceremonies on that 
occasion (the only one in the year 
'When men are admitted to the sacred 
])reeincts of Sorosis), they wVre sot 
more decorous and dignified than were 
the Bopi women in the whole of the

have been attached, upon these meal 
figures. The priest picks them up, 
places them in a row on the figures and 
then the girls advance toward him. He 
hands back to them the cobs they 
threw, and then the party advance a 
little nearer to the dancers and go 
through the same performance again. 
This they do several times, while the 
dancers are busy singing and postur* 
lug as before described. 

.\s souii. however, as tlic "lakone 
maiias" enter the circle there i> mani- 
fested a preatly aildiil intercut on the 
part of t he spi'ct .1 1 ors. The yonnir men 
leave the housetops and get nearer to 
the dancers. 'I'lu re is an air of ex- 
pectancy, which 1- m l at all lessened 
by a feint nuide by one of the maids as 
if she would throw a basket to the 
spectators. .\iid now begins n merry 
frolic, quietly conducted on the wom- 
en's part, but entered into with vo- 
ciferation and spirit on the outside. 
The maids pretend to throw to the 
right, then dodge over to the left, back 
nnd forth, while criea assail them of: 
•Here!" "Tomel" "Throw this woy ! " 
Stvnetimes names sre mentioned, and 
a young man in a half pleading tone 
begs for the coveted basket, only to re- 
tire abashed at the Jeers of his fellow a 
when the lAaid refuses to throw at his 
request. 

Hut when the first basket is hurled 
into the air. what a scene of con f ii,-iou 
and scramble follows!

pri.^e. I'or, not only does the possessor 
of the basket gain the object itself, 
but lie is supposed to be the neipient 
of all the blessings prayed for from 
Those Above by its devout maker.
